Mideast Peace 
Activity Reaches 
Critical Stage 


JERU SA LEM (A P) — Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger postponed his 
return to Washington again today and 
headed back to Damascus instead, 
making a 
final effort to 
win a 
disengagement agreement 
between 
Israel and Syria. 
Kissinger set out on the surprise 
flight — his 13th trip to the Syrian 
capital in 31 days — after the Israeli 
government held a five-hour marathon 
session but failed to reach a decision 
on the latest truce bargaining. 
The secretary said earlier that he 
would not return to Damascus. He 
changed his mind after another 
meeting with Premier Golda Meir and 
Israeli negotiators. 
Kissinger had planned to send his top 
aide, Joseph Sisco, for a last trip to the 
Syrian capital and then return to the 
United states. 
Giving no reason for the sudden switch 
in plans, Kissinger drove from 
Jerusalem to BenGurion Airport 
shortly after the Israeli government 
announced it needed further “ clari­ 
fications” from Syria. 
The unex­ 
plained “ clarifications” appeared 
essential to any agreement. 
Israeli reports suggested the critical 
differences in negotiations were over 
Syria’s insistence on linking the 
promised 
Israeli withdrawal to a 
broader pullback in the future. 
Israeli Information Minister Shimon 
Peres said the Israeli cabinet had gone 
over the “ sum total and general 
balance of the whole negotiations” in 
today’s first session without con­ 


centrating on any particular sticking 
points. 


Earlier Kissinger met for two hours 
with the Israeli negotiating team, 
where he reported on Monday’s 
marathon talks with Assad. 


“ We had a very detailed meeting, the 
result of which is that the cabinet will 
meet to make a decision,” added 
Israeli Foreign Minister Abba Eban. 
Kissinger did not speak to newsmen. 


Reports from sources close to the 
negotiations indicated it would be a 
difficult decision for the Israelis, and 
that Kissinger stood a strong chance of 
ending his 32-day peace marathon 
without a disengagement pact. 


U.S. officials said draft agreements 
were already drawn up, but there were 
blank spaces where issues remained to 
be resolved. 


The major 
remaining problems 
reportedly were the size of a buffer 
zone between the separated armies 
and Israelisought safeguards against 
Palestinian terrorist raids from Syria. 


Kissinger told newsmen earlier that 
the llth-hour snags could push back 
his departure from the Middle East by 
another day—until Wednesday. But in 
no case will the secretary return to 
Damascus, aides said.

Unleaded Gasoline Shortage 
M a y Hurt New-Car O w ners 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Most 1975- 
model cars will have a special air 
pollution device, but there may not be 
enough unleaded gasoline needed for 
such cars, an internal report by the 
American Automobile Association 
says. 


Unleaded gas will be needed for the 
1975 cars, which should begin rolling 
off assembly lines in less than four 
months, because of the introduction of 
the new device—a catalytic converter. 
If the problem arises, the AAA report 
says, “ then some of the nation’s ap­ 
proximately 10 million new car owners 
will not find unleaded gas when they 
need it and must have it. If they turn to 
leaded fuel, it will slowly destroy their 
converters and they will be forced to 
replace them at costs of up to $150.” 


William Berman, AAA’s staff expert 
on environmental affairs legislation, 
wrote the report. A copy was obtained 
by The Associated Press. 


Officials of the Federal Energy Office 
and the Environmental Protection 
Agency, which share responsibility for 
pollution and fuel regulations, said 
they did not expect any nonleaded gas 
supply problems. However, they 
conceded 
there could 
be some 
problems with distribution, another 
danger area pointed to in Berman’s re­ 
port. 
“ There is going to be enough gas, 
we’re reasonably sure,” said John 
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Harper, a deputy assistant ad­ 
ministrator of FEO . “ The only 
question is whether there will be 
enough stations ready when the 
unleaded gasoline is needed.” 


Said Charles Freed, chief of the fuels 
and imports branch of EPA: “ Supply 
and distribution are FEO ’s area and 
there are a few problems there, but 
I’m told it’s nothing egregious.” 


Berman said, “ We are going to stand 
by the report.” 
The report said AAA representatives, 
in extensive contacts with automobile, 
oil and government officials, found: 


—While 10 per cent of the driving 
public would have to use the nonleaded 
gas, at least 62 per cent of the cars on 
the road could use it. 
—Major gasoline marketers were 
guaranteeing some unleaded gas only 
to their company-operated stations, 
leaving independent service station 
owners without supplies. 
—EPA formulas designating unleaded 
gas distribution fall short, particularly 
in rural areas. 
—In the end, the gasoline manufac­ 
turers may be taking the wrong 
chemical out of the gasoline.

Chrysler scientist’s study shows that it 
is not lead but ethylene dibromide that 
poisons the catalytic converters. 
Further research is under way but, for 
now, the ethylene dibromide stays and 
the lead goes. 


BELFA ST, Northern Ireland (A P) — 
The provincial government announced 
its 
resignation today 
as militant 
Protestants began halting essential 
services in a showdown with British 
troops sent in to break the Protestants’ 
two-week-old general strike. 
Northern Irish political circles said 
the government’s fall probably would 
mean the British would reintroduce 
direct rule of Northern Ireland from 
Ixmdon. Protestant militants have said 
they probably would call off their 
strike if that happens. 
The Northern Ireland government of 
moderate Protestants and Roman 
Catholics, called the Executive, an­ 
nounced its resignation after a three- 
hour meeting at Stormont Palace, seat 
of the provincial administration 
outside Belfast. 
Angry’ strike leaders ordered all 
Protestant workers except those in 
hospitals to walk off their jobs at 
midnight. It appeared most were 
obeying their stop-work call. 
“ I^ t the army bury the dead,” 
declared Glen Barr of the Ulster 
Workers’ Council, 
which is coor­ 
dinating the strike. “ We’ll eat grass 
before we’re beaten.” 
Manual workers abandoned their jobs 
at the only remaining power station in 
operation at midnight. The electricity 
supply, already down to 25 per cent of 
normal, was being tapered off and a 
total blackout in the six counties of the 
British province was expected within 
24 hours unless British soldiers could 
keep the plants operating. 
Armed forces technicians, including 
turbine operators from Britain ’s 
nuclear submarines, were expected to 
take over control of the power stations. 
But the army would not confirm that 
they had done so this morning. 
The council ordered the shutdown of 
essential services Monday after 500 
troops took control of two Ulster oil 
depots and 21 gasoline stations. 
The new walkouts left the British 
government with the prospect of 
directing its more than 16,500 troops in 
the province to maintain electricity, 
gas, water and sewage services and 
provide 
Ulster’s 
million 
inhabitants with milk, bread and food.

politicians, and now petrol pump at­ 
tendants.” 
Merlyn Rees, Britain’s minister of 
state for Northern Ireland, called the 
escalating strike action “ appallingly 
reckless.” 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson in­ 
terrupted a Seilly Isles holiday to fly 
back to I»ndon today amid speculation 
he would recall Parliament from 
recess to discuss the Ulster crisis. 
Wilson has called the strike the 
gravest crisis in Northern Ireland 
since sectarian war erupted almost 
five years ago. More than 1,000 persons 
have died in the fighting. 
At the heart of the dispute is the 
demand by Protestant extremists for 
new elections and the scrapping of 
British plans to link Northern Ireland 
closer to the Roman Catholic-domi­ 


nated Irish Republic to the south. 
Strike leaders fear the British plan 
will lead to a united Ireland dominated 
by Catholics. They believe new elec­ 
tions would dump Ulster’s five-month- 
old coalition government of moderate 
Protestants and Catholics and return 
the province to total Protestant rule. 


In Belfast, hundreds of men, women 
and

from

strongholds formed human barricades 
to block roads in defiance of troops. 
The British army smashed through 
barricades of commandeered au­ 
tomobiles and dragged away a dozen 
schoolboys in knickers trying to block 
a convoy. 


Many feared using troops to break the 
strike would lead to violence between 
strikers and soldiers, but no fighting 


was reported Monday and the workers 
council pledged that its resistance 
would remain passive. 


A walkout by natural gas workers 
Monday left 160,000 Belfast area 
consumers without heat and elec­ 
tricity. 


Motorists had virtually no chance of 
finding gasoline.

Ford was asked in an interview about 
reports that committee members feel 
additional hearings are needed to 
clarify ambiguities in Watergate tapes 
and transcripts. 
“ I certainly hope not,” he replied. “ I 
think they could —I would hope they 
would get it, whatever they do, to the 
floor of the House by late June or early 
July.” 
Ford was interviewed in the wake of 
his strong public disapproval of 
President Nixon’s refusal to provide 
any additional Watergate evidence to 
the Judiciary Committee. However, at 
the vice president’s request, that was 
not raised in the interview. 
Presidential Press Secretary Ronald 
L. Ziegler on Sunday put down reports 
of differences between Ford and 
Nixon. 
Meanwhile, Judiciary Committee 
Republican Reps. Charles E. Wiggins 
of California, David W. Dennis of In­ 
diana and Henry P. Smith of New York 
all said Nixon’s “ hush money” con­ 
versation of March 21, 1973, is the only 
evidence they have heard that could 
tend to implicate the chief executive in 
the Watergate cover-up. 
All had insisted before listening to the 
tape last week that the inquiry had yet 
to hear any evidence implicating 
Nixon. 
However, the three said in interviews 
over the Memorial Day recess that the 
March 21 talk could be a turnaround 
point if it is clarified with further in­ 
vestigation. 
And former Special Prosecutor 
Archibald Cox said Nixon’s refusal to 
comply with the committee’s evidence 
demands is one of three possible 
grounds for removing him from office. 
Potentially even more serious, said 
Cox, would be Nixon’s disobedience of 
a Supreme Court order to turn over 
tapes and documents. 
Cox named as the third and broadest 
ground for impeachment the failure of 
Nixon to restrain his White House 
aides and campaigners who were in­ 
volved in the scandal. 
Ford said he has not decided whether 
he will take an active part if the im­ 
peachment issue goes before the 
House. 
“ I certainly will reiterate, as I have in 
the past, to any members my feelings, 
and 1 don’t foresee that they’re going 
to change, that the President is in­ 
nocent of any impeachable offense,” 
Ford said. 
Ford was interviewed in his twin- 
engine Air Force Convair as he flew 


back to 
Washington for a brief 
Memorial Day respite at home. 
He flies to Charlotte, N.C., today to 
play in a pro-amateur golf tournament 
and said he plans to continue the busy 
schedule that has carried him 80,000 
miles into 30 states since last fall. 
Asked if he thought the impeachment 
situation posed special problems for 
Republicans, the vice president said 
“ generally, I think it’s a no-win vote 
for anybody in the Congress. 
“ I suspect there is more of a political 
problem for Republicans than for 
Democrats,” he said.

Earlier Kissinger met for two hours 
with the Israeli negotiating team, 
where he reported on Monday’s 
marathon talks with Assad. 
“We had a very detailed meeting, the 
result of which is that the cabinet will 
meet to make a decision,” added 
Israeli Foreign Minister Abba Eban. 
Kissinger did not speak to newsmen. 


Reports from sources close to the 
negotiations indicated it would be a 
difficult decision for the Israelis, and 
that Kissinger stood a strong chance of 
ending his 32-day peace marathon 
without a disengagement pact. 


U.S. officials said draft agreements 
were already drawn up, but there were 
blank spaces where issues remained to 
be resolved. 


The major remaining problems 
reportedly were the size of a buffer 
zone between the separated armies 
and Israelisought safeguards against 
Palestinian terrorist raids from Syria. 


Kissinger told newsmen earlier that 
the llth-hour snags could push back 
his departure from the Middle East by 
another day—until Wednesday. But in 
no case will the secretary return to 
Damascus, aides said. 


Suspense mounted as Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko flew into the 
Syrian capital for a planned two-day 
visit shortly before Kissinger’s 
departure Monday. They did not meet. 
Unleaded Gasoline Shortage 
M ay Hurt New-Car Owners 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Most 1975- 
model cars will have a special air 
pollution device, but there may not be 
enough unleaded gasoline needed for 
such cars, an internal report by the 
American Automobile Association 
says. 


Unleaded gas will be needed for the 
1975 cars, which should begin rolling 
off assembly lines in less than four 
months, because of the introduction of 
the new device—a catalytic converter. 
If the problem arises, the AAA report 
says, “then some of the nation’s ap­ 
proximately IO million new car owners 
will not find unleaded gas when they 
need it and must have it. If they turn to 
leaded fuel, it will slowly destroy their 
converters and they will be forced to 
replace them at costs of up to $150.” 


William Berman, AAA’s staff expert 
on environmental affairs legislation, 
wrote the report. A copy was obtained 
by The Associated Press. 


Officials of the Federal Energy Office 
and the Environmental Protection 
Agency, which share responsibility for 
pollution and fuel regulations, said 
they did not expect any nonleaded gas 
supply problems. However, they 
conceded there could be some 
problems with distribution, another 
danger area pointed to in Berman’s re­ 
port. 
“There is going to be enough gas, 
we’re reasonably sure,” said John 


Harper, a deputy assistant ad­ 
m inistrator of FEO. “ The only 
question is whether there will be 
enough stations ready when the 
unleaded gasoline is needed.” 


Said Charles Freed, chief of the fuels 
and imports branch of EPA: “Supply 
and distribution are FEO’s area and 
there are a few problems there, but 
I’m told it’s nothing egregious.” 


Berman said, “We are going to stand 
by the report.” 
The report said AAA representatives, 
in extensive contacts with automobile, 
oil and government officials, found: 


—While IO per cent of the driving 
public would have to use the nonleaded 
gas, at least 62 per cent of the cars on 
the road could use it. 
—Major gasoline marketers were 
guaranteeing some unleaded gas only 
to their company-operated stations, 
leaving independent service station 
owners without supplies. 
—EPA formulas designating unleaded 
gas distribution fall short, particularly 
in rural areas. 
—In the end, the gasoline manufac­ 
turers may be taking the wrong 
chemical out of the gasoline.

Chrysler scientist’s study shows that it 
is not lead but ethylene dibromide that 
poisons the catalytic converters. 
Further research is under way but, for 
now, the ethylene dibromide stays and 
the lead goes.

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Strike Paralyzes Ireland 


BEI J*'AST, Northern Ireland (AP) — 
The provincial government announced 
its resignation today as militant 
Protestants began halting essential 
services in a showdown with British 
troops sent in to break the Protestants’ 
two-week-old general strike. 
Northern Irish political circles said 
the government’s fall probably would 
mean the British would reintroduce 
direct rule of Northern Ireland from 
london. Protestant militants have said 
they probably would call off their 
strike if that happens. 
The Northern Ireland government of 
moderate Protestants and Roman 
Catholics, called the Executive, an­ 
nounced its resignation after a three- 
hour meeting at Stormont Palace, seat 
of the provincial adm inistration 
outside Belfast. 
Angry strike leaders ordered all 
Protestant workers except those in 
hospitals to walk off their jobs at 
midnight. It appeared most were 
obeying their stop-work call. 
“Let the army bury the dead,” 
declared Glen Barr of the Ulster 
Workers’ Council, which is coor­ 
dinating the strike. “We’ll eat grass 
before we’re beaten.” 
Manual workers abandoned their jobs 
at the only remaining power station in 
operation at midnight. The electricity 
supply, already down to 25 per cent of 
normal, was being tapered off and a 
total blackout in the six counties of the 
British province was expected within 
24 hours unless British soldiers could 
keep the plants operating. 
Armed forces technicians, including 
turbine operators from Britain’s 
nuclear submarines, were expected to 
take over control of the power stations. 
But the army would not confirm that 
they had done so this morning. 
The council ordered the shutdown of 
essential services Monday after 500 
troops took control of two Ulster oil 
depots and 21 gasoline stations. 
The new walkouts left the British 
government with the prospect of 
directing its more than 16,500 troops in 
the province to maintain electricity, 
gas, water and sewage services and 
provide

Merlyn Rees, Britain’s minister of 
state for Northern Ireland, called the 
escalating strike action “appallingly 
reckless.” 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson in­ 
terrupted a Scilly Isles holiday to fly 
back to london today amid speculation 
he would recall Parliament from 
recess to discuss the Ulster crisis. 
Wilson has called the strike the 
gravest crisis in Northern Ireland 
since sectarian war erupted almost 
five years ago. More than 1,000 persons 
have died in the fighting. 
At the heart of the dispute is the 
demand by Protestant extremists for 
new elections and the scrapping of 
British plans to link Northern Ireland 
closer to the Roman Catholic-domi­ 


nated Irish Republic to the south. 
Strike leaders fear the British plan 
will lead to a united Ireland dominated 
by Catholics. They believe new elec­ 
tions would dump Ulster’s five-month- 
old coalition government of moderate 
Protestants and Catholics and return 
the province to total Protestant rule. 


In Belfast, hundreds of men, women 
and 
children 
from

strongholds formed human barricades 
to block roads in defiance of troops. 
The British army smashed through 
barricades of commandeered au­ 
tomobiles and dragged away a dozen 
schoolboys in knickers trying to block 
a convoy. 


Many feared using troops to break the 
strike would lead to violence between 
strikers and soldiers, but no fighting 


was reported Monday and the workers 
council pledged that its resistance 
would remain passive. 


A walkout by natural gas workers 
Monday left 160,000 Belfast area 
consumers without heat and elec­ 
tricity. 
Motorists had virtually no chance of 
finding gasoline.

President Gerald R. Ford says he 
hopes the House Judiciary Committee 
won’t expand its hearings on the im­ 
peachment of President Nixon, 
declaring, “If they drag it out, it could 
very well interfere with the necessary 
work of the Congress.” 
Ford was asked in an interview about 
reports that committee members feel 
additional hearings are needed to 
clarify ambiguities in Watergate tapes 
and transcripts. 
“I certainly hope not,” he replied. “I 
think they could —I would hope they 
would get it, whatever they do, to the 
floor of the House by late June or early 
July.” 
Ford was interviewed in the wake of 
his strong public disapproval of 
President Nixon’s refusal to provide 
any additional Watergate evidence to 
the Judiciary Committee. However, at 
the vice president’s request, that was 
not raised in the interview. 
Presidential Press Secretary Ronald 
L. Ziegler on Sunday put down reports 
of differences between Ford and 
Nixon. 
Meanwhile, Judiciary Committee 
Republican Reps. Charles E. Wiggins 
of California, David W. Dennis of In­ 
diana and Henry P. Smith of New York 
all said Nixon’s “hush money” con­ 
versation of March 21,1973, is the only 
evidence they have heard that could 
tend to implicate the chief executive in 
the Watergate cover-up. 
All had insisted before listening to the 
tape last week that the inquiry had yet 
to hear any evidence implicating 
Nixon. 
However, the three said in interviews 
over the Memorial Day recess that the 
March 21 talk could be a turnaround 
point if it is clarified with further in­ 
vestigation. 
And former Special Prosecutor 
Archibald Cox said Nixon’s refusal to 
comply with the committee’s evidence 
demands is one of three possible 
grounds for removing him from office. 
Potentially even more serious, said 
Cox, would be Nixon’s disobedience of 
a Supreme Court order to turn over 
tapes and documents. 
Cox named as the third and broadest 
ground for impeachment the failure of 
Nixon to restrain his White House 
aides and campaigners who were in­ 
volved in the scandal. 
Ford said he has not decided whether 
he will take an active part if the im­ 
peachment issue goes before the 
House. 
“I certainly will reiterate, as I have in 
the past, to any members my feelings, 
and I don’t foresee that they’re going 
to change, that the President is in­ 
nocent of any impeachable offense,” 
Ford said. 
Ford was interviewed in his twin- 
engine Air Force Convair as he flew 


back to Washington for a brief 
Memorial Day respite at home. 
He flies to Charlotte, N.C., today to 
play in a pro-amateur golf tournament 
and said he plans to continue the busy 
schedule that has carried him 80,000 
miles into 30 states since last fall. 
Asked if he thought the impeachment 
situation posed special problems for 
Republicans, the vice president said 
“generally, I think it’s a no-win vote 
for anybody in the Congress. 
“I suspect there is more of a political 
problem for Republicans than for 
Democrats,” he said.

NEW YORK (AP) - The stock 
market pushed ahead today, extending 
last Friday’s advance. 
The opening Dow Jones average of 30 
industrials was fractionally higher, 
and gainers took a 3-2 lead over losers 
on the New York Stock Exchange. 
But some brokers questioned how 
long the upswing could sustain itself in 
the face of continuing tight money 
worries. 
Over the three-day Memorial Day 
weekend, Arthur Bums, chairman of 
the Federal Reserve Board, said in a 
speech the Fed remained determined 
to stay with a relatively restrictive 
monetary policy in order to fight in­ 
flation. 
Today’s prices on the Big Board in­ 
cluded Warner-Lambert, unchanged 
at 31%; Baxter laboratories, up % at 
42%; CBS, down % at 37%, and Boise 
Cascade, down % at 16%. 
On Friday’s rally the Dow Jones in­ 
dustrial average rose 11.42 points to 
816.65, and advancing issues out­ 
numbered declines by about a 3-1 
margin on the NYSE.

Goes After 
Fulbright

legislative seniority is matched 
against a call for new leadership as 
Sen. J. W. Fulbright faces Gov. Dale 
Bumpers today in the Arkansas 
Democratic primary. 
Fulbright, a veteran of three decades 
in the Senate, has called the vote “the 
most crucial election in America.” 
Other primaries are set today in 
Oregon and Kentucky. In Oregon, 
former Sen. Wayne Morse, like 
Fulbright an early and outspoken foe 
of the Vietnam war, is up against three 
other Democrats in his bid to regain a 
Senate seat now held by Republican 
Robert Packwood. 
Arkansas also has a Democratic 
prim ary for governor, involving 
former Gov. Orval E. Faubus, former 
Rep. David H. Pryor and LL Gov. Bob 
Riley. However, most attention has fo­ 
cused on the Fulbright-Bumpers race. 
Most opinion polls showed the very 
popular Bumpers ahead, although 
Fulbright said he had a poll showing 
the race too close to call. 
Fulbright, 69, chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, has 
stressed his 30 years of experience and 
contended that seniority in Congress 
means a substantial plus for Arkansas. 
“There is hardly any state in the 
Union 
that 
has done 
as 
well 
economically, and the basic public 
facilities of this state have been built 
largely by money from the federal 
government,” Fulbright said in a joint 
television appearance with Bumpers. 
“This is a result of the influence and 
the seniority, if you like, of its 
representation,” the senator said. 
By contrast, Bumpers, 48, termed the 
seniority system “a breach of faith 
with the young people of this country 
and I would work to change the system 
because I don’t think it has served us 
well.” 
Motorcyclist 
Still Sought 
In Baja 


SAN DIEGO, Calif. (AP) — Fresh 
volunteers are joining the search for a 
man missing since May 17 when he 
took a wrong turn during a motorcycle 
race and ran out of gas in Mexico’s 
Baja California desert wilderness. 
Sheriff’s Lt. Dusty Rhodes said 
searchers found fresh footprints 
Monday, leading them to believe that 
Fred Mundy, a Riverside, Calif., drug 
store owner, was less than 24 hours 
ahead of them. There is plenty of water 
in that area, about 80 miles south of the 
border city of Mexicali, he said. 
Searchers earlier thought they were 
about three days behind Mundy, 46. 
The oldest of Mundy’s two sons, 
Douglas, 19, has been coordinating 
communications with the search party 
and making arrangements for food 
and fuel to be sent from the Riverside 
area. 
Searchers during the long Memorial 
Day weekend included more than 35 
Americans, 12 Mexican ranchers and 
two U.S. Navy helicopter crews. Some 
of the Americans had to return to their 
jobs today and were being replaced by 
the new volunteers. 
Rhodes said Mundy apparently has 
walked 60 miles or more since aban­ 
doning his motorcycle. His route at 
times has taken him in circles as he 
wandered between two north-south 
highways which wind down the lonely 
coastlines of the Baja peninsula.

High Winds 
Hit Nation's 
Midsection

Some heavy rain and high winds 
persist in the wake of severe storms 
that struck Wyoming, Nebraska and 
the middle Missouri valley. 
A small hangar at the Newcastle, 
Wyo., airport was picked up and tossed 
nearly 50 feet onto a road by a tornado 
that touched down Monday evening, 
but no injuries were reported. 
Fire officials said winds at the airport 
were clocked at 105 miles an hour. 
Four minutes after the hangar was 
destroyed, another tornado ripped into 
several farm buildings and a grainery 
to the southwest. 
Wind gusts up to 60 miles per hour 
were reported Monday evening near 
Rapid City, S.D., and Brewster, Neb. 
More than two inches of rain fell on 
Pierre, S.D., and parts of Nebraska. 
Other thunderstorms were scattered 
across the northern Rockies, upper 
Mississippi Valley, Florida Keys and 
middle Atlantic coast. 
Gouds cover most of the Pacific 
coastline, but clear skies prevail from 
the interior of Pacific coast states 
across the southern Rockies to the 
south Atlantic coast.

Assembly Consumer-Oriented? 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 110th 
General Assembly has a good chance 
of going down in state history as the 
first consumer-oriented legislature. 


Sixty-one consumer bills had been 
introduced prior to the skeleton session 
of May 8 and seven of them had 
become law. 


Seven pending bills have passed one 
house and six the other. Another 48 are 
awaiting 
committee 
hearings and 
chances of passage of many are 
considered good. 


“There is no doubt that this has been 
the year of the consumer," said Rep. 
Vernal G. Riffe Jr., House Speaker Pro 
Tem. 


“ We’ve had a lot of consumer 
legislation before, but it has usually 
been aim ed at some particular 
problem. This legislature has been 
consumer-oriented from the begin­ 
ning. 


“ A lot of 
bills are aimed at 
establishing checks and balances to 
assume there is no abuse of the con­ 
sumer." 


The Ohio State tegal Services, an arm 
of the federal Office of Economic 
Opportunity, listed the abolition of the 
cognovit note in consumer sales and 
loan transactions at the top of its list of 
consumer legislation. 


The law, which became effective Jan. 
I, outlaws the note expect in Trans­ 


a c tio n s b e tw e e n b u s in e s s m e n or 
D usm essm en an d financiers. 
Under present law, the signer of a 
cognovit note waives his legal rights 
and the note itself can be introduced in 
court as proof of debt. A judgment is 
usually rendered without the signer 
being informed of the pending action. 
Another law, effective last Nov. 21, 
liberalizes the garnishm ent law, 
restricting the creditor to no more than 
25 per cent of the debter’s pay check. 
The old law allowed creditors to take 
up to 70 per cent of the check if the 
debtor was paid weekly. 
The Ohio State tegal Services said 
there still were some inequities in the 


new law that needed changes. 
“ A person who is paid by the month 
loses more through garnishment than 
an employee paid weekly," said John 
Gilchirst in a written rundown on 
consumer legislation. 
About one per cent of Ohio’s working 
population is paid monthly. 
In the case of two employes earning 
$400 a month, one paid monthly and 
one paid weekly, Gilchrist said, the 
employe paid weekly can be garnished 
only $25 while the monthly employe 
can be garnished $100. 
The law stipulates that garnishment 
can be made on a pay check only once 
a month.

NEW YORK — The retirement of 
Leonard Ly ons from the fading trade 
of writing a Broadway colu mn — he 
was at it for 4 0 y ears — drove another 
nail into the coffin of what once was 
called the Great White Way . 
The trade is still a viable one for a 
few su rviving p ractitioners, among 
them Jack O’Brian, Ed Su llivan and 
Earl Wilson, who do their best to p u mp 
ox y gen 
into 
a 
street 
that 
once 
ep itomized show biz. Bu t it cannot be 
easy for them. Once u p on a time the 
word Broadway stirred glittering 
visions of the Barry mores, the Lu nts, 
Jolson, 
Cantor, 
Merman, Astaire, 
Hop e, Du rante, Hep bu rn, Cornell, 
Fred Alien, Mary Martin, Ezio Pinza, 
Robert Sherwood, George M. Cohan, 
George 
White, 
George 
Abbott, 
Rodgers and Hart and Hammerstein, 
Irving Berlin, William Saroy an, the 
Foy s, Ed Wy nn, Ziegfeld, Benny , 
Eddie Dowling . . . y ou name them. 
Broadway meant resident or ad­ 
jacent night clu bs filled with p retty 
showgirls, many of them having 
romances with the big sp ending blades 
of the town; p laces lik e the Latin 
Qu arter — ru n by Lou Walters, p rou d 
father of a sheltered little school girl, 
named 
B arbara 
— 
Holly wood, 
Paradise, 
International 
Casino, 
Diamond Horseshoe, Versailles and 
the Cop acabana, where the great Joe 
E. Lewis ru led. Sherman Billingsley ’s 
Stork Clu b was not a night clu b, bu t it 
was the gathering p lace of the best- 
k nown night p eop le, and the fiefdom of 
Walter WincheU, the jau ntiest and 
most egocentric newsman on the 
Broadway beat. 
Now Broadway — that is the p ortion 
of it that ru ns from abou t 4 0th street, 
throu gh Times Squ are, and u p to 5 2nd 
or so — is a p lace y ou wou ldn’t want to 
be fou nd dead on, thou gh it’s qu ite 
p ossible y ou cou ld be if y ou hu ng 
arou nd long enou gh. It is a hau nt of 
whores and their p imp s (all of whom 
seem to wear wide-brimmed white 
hats and drive jazzed u p Cadillacs and 
Continentals), p u shers and addicts, 
gangs of delinqu ents of all sex es, 
beggars, derelicts, filthy 16 millimeter 
movies, massage p arlors, p awn shop s 
and p om shop s. 
Of all the Broadway colu mnists, 
Ly ons was the most diligent. He made 
no attemp t to be a wit, a p hrase- 
mak er, or an u np aid White Hou se 
consu ltant. Six day s and nights a week 
for two generations he ran a vacu u m 
cleaner over Broadway and its en­ 
virons, p ick ing u p names, names and 
still more names. He never drank 
any thing stronger than an occasional 
cu p of coffee, which gave him the 
stamina to p u rsu e his vocation. (I 
never saw him eat.) He believed 
steadfastly that “names mak e news,” 
and had no hesitancy abou t sitting 
down at tables where angels might 
fear to squ at. 
(This may have been inherited from 
his early mentor Winchell, who once 
stu ck his head between two startled

bu sinessmen at the Stork , who 
somehow, continu ed to carry on their 
conversation. Finally , Winchell with­ 
drew his head, said, “ No good for the 
colu mn,” and walk ed back to Table 50, 
the throne of the Stork ’s Cu b Room.) 
There was a p eriod early in his 
career as a Broadway colu mnist when 
Ly ons idolized Winchell, who had 
help ed him get started and named 
“The Ly ons Den,” which was later 
sy ndicated all over the world. At a 
certain time of night, u su ally late, 
Ly ons wou ld find and sit down with 
Winchell to reveal the items he had 
p ick ed u p du ring his long day and 
night. He didn’t want to intru de on the 
k ing’s gossip . 
Later, they stop p ed sp eak ing. 
Winchell came to the conclu sion, 
wrongly , that Ly ons had contribu ted to 
an anti-Winchell series that ap p eared 


in Ly ons’s New York ou tlet, the Post. 
Bu t Ly ons’s sy ndication grew bey ond 
Winchell’s, no mean feat. It p rosp ered 
on its mu ltip licity of names and, as he 
got arou nd the world on ju nk ets and on 
his own, the names ex tended far 


bey ond Broadway . With the help of his 
delightfu l wife, Sy lvia, and their good 
y ou ng rep orter son, Jeff, Ly ons bu ilt 
u p p robably the finest “ nam es 
morgu e” in town. The death of a 
Chu rchill or Ben-Gu rion or Rin-Tin-Tin 
wou ld op en floodgates of nostalgia in 
“The Ly ons Den” the nex t day . 


In noting the demise of Ly ons’s 
Broadway colu mn, the Times, which 
never had one, scoffed, in effect, 
“Leonard Ly ons drop p ed his last 151 
names y esterday .” We cou nted the 
names the Times drop p ed in that same 
edition, and lost cou nt at 19,4 03.

Can alcohol fu mes be dangerou s to 
an infant while it is given a sp onge 
bath to redu ce a high fever?

Su ch baths are u su ally given in a 
closed, confined room. The alcohol 
vap or m ay p ossibly p resent an 
irritation, or even a hazard, to a very 
y ou ng infant.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Desp ite a 43 
p er cent increase in p etroleu m im­ 
p orts, the United States had a trade 
su rp lu s of $92.8 million du ring Ap ril, 
the government rep orted today . 
The Ap ril su rp lu s followed a trade 
deficit in March of $17 1 million, the 
first deficit in nine months. 


Both the qu antity and cost of 
p etroleu m imp orts were u p sharp ly 
du ring Ap ril, reflecting the end to the 
Arab oil embargo and the mu ch higher 
p rices that oil-p rodu cing nations are 
demanding. 
The Commerce Dep artment said the 
nation p aid a record of $2.4 billion in 
Ap ril for imp orts of mineral fu els, 
almost all of it p etroleu m, comp ared 
with $1.7 billion in March. 


Imp orts by qu antity totaled 192.5 
million barrels, u p from 161.1 million 
barrels in March. 
The change from deficit to su rp lu s in 
Ap ril was du e largely to a big 7 .3 p er 
cent increase on the ex p ort side, 
esp ecially 
in the machinery and 
transp ort equ ip ment category , which 
rose to $3 billion in valu e. The category 
inclu des aircraft and au to ex p orts. 


Total ex p orts du ring the month were 
valu ed at more than $8.2 billion, while 
imp orts were abou t $8.1 billion an in­ 
crease of 3.8 p er cent over March. 
The United States had an over-all 
trade su rp lu s du ring the first fou r 
months of 197 4 of $7 7 8 million, com­ 
p ared with a deficit of $667 million 
du ring the same p eriod last y ear.

NEW YORK — The retirement of 
Leonard Lyons from the fading trade 
of writing a Broadway column — he 
was at it for 40 years — drove another 
nail into the coffin of what once was 
called the Great White Way. 
The trade is still a viable one for a 
few surviving practitioners, among 
them Jack O’Brian, Ed Sullivan and 
Earl Wilson, who do their best to pump 
oxygen 
into a street that once 
epitomized show biz. But it cannot be 
easy for them. Once upon a time the 
word Broadway stirred glittering 
visions of the Barrymores, the Lunts, 
Jolson, Cantor, Merman, Astaire, 
Hope, Durante, Hepburn, Cornell, 
Fred Allen, Mary Martin, Ezio Pinza, 
Robert Sherwood, George M. Cohan,

White, 
George 
Abbott, 
Rodgers and Hart and Hammerstein, 
Irving Berlin, William Saroyan, the 
Foys, Ed Wynn, Ziegfeld, Benny, 
Eddie Dowling . . . you name them. 
Broadway meant resident or ad­ 
jacent night clubs filled with pretty 
showgirls, many of them having 
romances with the big spending blades 
of the town; places like the I^atin 
Quarter — run by Lou Walters, proud 
father of a sheltered little school girl, 
named

Hollywood, 
Paradise,

Such baths are usually given in a 
closed, confined room. The alcohol 
vapor may possibly present an 
irritation, or even a hazard, to a very 
young infant. 
Although the danger is not great, it 
certainly deserves consideration. 
I recall that Dr. Malcom Moss of 
New Jersey once suggested that 
alcohol vapors might be toxic to a 
young infant, and substitued simple 
tepid water as an effective sponge bath 
to reduce fever.

U.S. Trade 
In Surplus 
For April 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Despite a 43 
per cent increase in petroleum im­ 
ports, the United States had a trade 
surplus of $92.8 million during April, 
the government reported today. 
The April surplus followed a trade 
deficit in March of $171 million, the 
first deficit in nine months. 


Both the quantity and cost of 
petroleum imports were up sharply 
during April, reflecting the end to the 
Arab oil embargo and the much higher 
prices that oil-producing nations are 
demanding. 
The Commerce Department said the 
nation paid a record of $2.4 billion in 
April for imports of mineral fuels, 
almost all of it petroleum, compared 
with $1.7 billion in March. 


Imports by quantity totaled 192.5 
million barrels, up from 161.1 million 
barrels in March. 
The change from deficit to surplus in 
April was due largely to a big 7.3 per 
cent increase on the export side, 
especially in the machinery and 
transport equipment category, which 
rose to $3 billion in value. The category 
includes aircraft and auto exports. 


Total exports during the month were 
valued at more than $8.2 billion, while 
imports were about $8.1 billion an in­ 
crease of 3.8 per cent over March. 
The United States had an over-all 
trade surplus during the first four 
months of 1974 of $778 million, com­ 
pared with a deficit of $667 million 
during the same period last year.

negligence and granted her claim. 
Reason: the "distraction doctrine.” 
Under this doctrine, behavior that 
would ordinarily 
be 
considered 
negligent may be excused if the per­ 
son’s attention was distracted from the 
danger. 
But not every kind of distraction is 
enough to constitute an excuse. It must 
be quite sudden, quite unusual, and 
quite compelling. Something less won’t 
do. Thus: 
A shopper in a supermarket noticed 
a loose carton on the floor ahead of her. 
Just before reaching that spot, she 
paused to commiserate with a friend 
about rising prices. By the time she 
started walking again, she had 
forgotten about the carton — and 
proceeded to fall over it. 
“ It was her own fault,” said the 
market when she sued for damages. 
And this time, the court agreed. The 
court said a friendly chat was not a 
compelling enough distraction to 
justify forgetting about such an ob­ 
vious danger. 
What about traffic noises that 
distract a pedestrian? That will not 
ordinarily be enough to excuse 
negligence.

Erma was all too familiar with the 
cracked floorboard in her apartment, 
and she usually stepped over it with 
care. But one day her attention was 
diverted by her pet parakeet, as it 
made a sudden beeline for an open 
window. Momentarily off guard, Erma 
tripped on the floorboard and sprained 
her ankle. 
Could she collect damages from her 
landlord for not keeping the apartment 
in good repair? In a court test, the 
landlord aruged that Erma herself was 
guilty of negligence for forgetting 
about the faulty condition of the floor. 
But the jury 
absolved 
her 
of 
negligence and granted her claim. 
Reason: the “ distractiondoctrine.” 
Under this doctrine, behavior that 
would ordinarily be 
considered 
negligent may be excused if the per­ 
son’s attention was distracted from the 
danger. 
But not every kind of distraction is 
enough to constitute an excuse. It must 
be quite sudden, quite unusual, and 
quite compelling. Something less won’t 
do. Thus: 
A shopper in a supermarket noticed 
a loose carton on the floor ahead of her. 
Just before reaching that spot, she 
paused to commiserate with a friend 
about rising prices. By the time she 
started walking again, she had 
forgotten about the carton — and 
proceeded to fall over it. 
“ It was her own fault,” said the 
market when she sued for damages. 
And this time, the court agreed. The 
court said a friendly chat was not a 
compelling enough distraction to 
justify forgetting about such an ob­ 
vious danger. 
What about traffic noises that 
distract a pedestrian? That will not 
ordinarily be enough to excuse 
negligence. 
A man who stumbled on a broken 
curbing claimed afterward, in suing 
the city, that the rumble of an on­ 
coming car had diverted his attention. 
But a court held this to be no excuse. 
“ The sound of automobiles,” said 
the iudue. “ is hardly an uncommon 
occurrence in urban America. City 
inhabitants should not be diverted by 
ordinary city traffic.”

WASHINGTON (A P) — The Labor 
Department routinely submits private 
government loan applications from 
business to the AFL-CIO for review 
and comment, a practice described by 
one senator as giving the labor 
federation ‘‘unprecedented influence 
of government function.” 
A department official said adverse 
comments from the AFL-CIO have 
held up at least five loan applications

“ Cinque” DeFreeze, the exconvict 
who called himself “ the nigger that 
hunts you now,” watched his terrorist 
comrades fall one by one. 
Then, wounded twice and hugging the 
dirt beneath a burning clapboard 
bungalow, he put a .3ft-caliber pistol to 
his head and pumped a bullet into his 
brain. 
That is how Ix>s Angeles County 
Coroner Thomas Noguchi reconstructs 
the death of DeFreeze and five of his 
Symbionese Liberation Army fol­ 
lowers in a shootout with police and 
federal agent last week. 
“ There is no evidence to indicate that 
any of them tried to get out,” Noguchi 
told newsmen Friday in describing his 
reconstruction of the blazing shootout. 
“ In all my years as coroner, I’ve 
never seen this kind of behavior in the 
face of flames,” he said. “ It is 
reasonable to believe they were 
determined fanatics....” 
Meanwhile, the search for three other 
suspected SLA fugitives continued 
without success. Patricia Hearst and 
W illiam and Em ily Harris were 
reported seen in such diverse locations 
as Hollywood and Quartzsite, Ariz., 
near the California 
border. 
Miss 
Hearst, kidnaped Feb. 4, is thought by 
authorities to have since joined her 
SI.A captors. 
Noguchi said Nancy ling Perry and 
Camilla Hall were killed early in the 
hour-long gunbattle and DeFreeze and 
three comrades used a trap door or 
hacked their way to a crawl space 
beneath the floor as a barrage of police 
bullets whizzed past them. 
Energy Sh o rtage 
Fuels Letter W riting 


NEW YORK (AP) - The energy 
crisis is fueling a return to the era of 
written communication. 
That’s the view of Harry J. Cooper, 
executive director of the National 
Association 
of 
Greeting 
Card 
Publishers. He said that the rising cost 
of gasoline is keeping social visits to a 
minimum and leading to a renaissance 
in communications. 
“ We can see the trend emerging 
because of the increase in popularity of 
friendship cards,” Cooper said. 
“ These all-occasion cards afford space 
for personal messages. People are 
cutting down on motor trips to see 
friends and family and are relying on 
cards and correspondence.” 


It was there, as flames from a fire 
believed caused by an accidentally 
ignited molotov cocktail closed in, that 
William Wolfe, Patricia Soltysik and 
Angela Atwood choked to death from 
the smoke or were burned in the fire, 
Noguchi said. 
Noguchi gave this chronology of last 
Friday’s events: 
Miss Hall, 29, died first, hit in the 
forehead by a high caliber bullet. The 
body of a cat, believed to be her pet, 
was found next to her. 
The next to die was Mrs. Perry, 26, 
believed to be the chief theoretician 
and co-leader of the SI^A. Bullets 
severed her spinal cord and pierced 


her right lung. 
It was then that the four remaining 
SUK members forced their way into a 
20-inch crawl space under the floor. 
There they found a brief respite from 
the searing smoke and fire. 
Noguchi said no trace of tear gas was 
found in their lungs, but the gas masks 
they wore had melted on their faces. 
Miss Atwood, 25; Wolfe, 23; and Miss 
Soltysik, 24, perished from smoke 
inhalation and bums, although all 
were wounded, the coroner said. 
Investigators found more smoke in the 
lungs of DeFreeze, 30, than in those of 
the other victims, indicating he was 
the last to die.

The feat: Mr. and Mrs. John Wichem 
produced 200 lambs in one year from a 
flock of IOO ewes. The mother sheep, 
obviously, had to average twin births 
in each delivery.

President, 
congratulations on an achievement 
that can only be described as in­ 
credible,” Butz told the Wicherns 
today in a telegram. 
The couple w as to be honored today by 
the Pipestone Chamber of Commerce. 
Its agricultural committee for some 


years had a standing prize of $1,000 to 
any sheep producer who could come up 
with a 200 per cent lamb crop.

Butz said in his telegram. “ You also

Commission Seeks To Defuse 
American Love Of Fireworks 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Over the 
objections of thousands of firecracker- 
loving Americans, the government is 
moving ahead with plans to defuse 
Fourth of July celebrations. 
The U.S. Consumer Product Safety 
Commission says that unless it 
receives a “ legally sufficient” request 
for a delay and public hearing, the sale 
and manufacture of firecrackers of all 
sizes will be prohibited as of June 17. 
And, in anticipation of a buying spree 
preceding the ban, the agency is 
stepping up its lookout for bootleg 
fireworks operations. 
Comprehensive federal regulations, 
issued under authority of the 1960 
Hazardous Substances Act, will 
override less restrictive laws in 18 
states which still permit firecracker 
sales. 
The commission says the ban is 
necessary “ in view of the significant 
number of injuries relating to 
firecracker use; the unfeasibility of 
construction 
requirements 
to 
adequately protect the public and the 
inadequancy of any precautionary 
labeling.” 
An estimated 6,500 persons are treated 
for fireworks-related injuries in 
hospital emergency rooms each year. 
That doesn’t count victims who go to 
their family doctor. 
The commission says many of injuries 
are serious, the bulk of patients are 
under 15 years of age and firecrackers 
are to blame for half of all cases.

He may come out with 
the same amount, but will have to 
Traffic Toll 
Reaches 374

More than IOO fewer persons died on 
the nation’s highways during this 
year’s 78-hour Memorial Day weekend 
than in 1973. Unofficial totals show 374 
traffic deaths this year, compared to 
486 during the 1973 holiday weekend. 
The National Safety Council had 
estimated before the 
three-day 
weekend that between 450 and 550 
persons would die in traffic addicents. 
That estimate was IOO below the 1973 
estimate put out before last year’s 
holiday by the safety council. The 
highest toll for a three-day Memorial 
Day weekend was 597 in 1969. 
The council anticipated a safer 
holiday than normal this year because 
of the 55 m.p.h. speed limit and fears of 
a gasoline shortage. There were no 
reports of gasoline shortages. 
The tabulation period for holiday 
accidents began at 6 p.m. local time 
Friday and ended at midnight local 
time Monday.

Moscow 
Fights Drugs 


MOSCOW (A P) — In the clearest 
evidence yet of a growing drug 
problem in the Soviet Union, the Soviet 
parliament has approved a tough new 
set of laws “ for the purpose of 
strengthening the struggle against 
narcotics.” 
In the latest edition of its official 
bulletin, the Supreme Soviet disclosed 
stiff penalties for drug use. The 
maximum punishment is 15 years in a 
labor camp — the most severe penal 
sentence the Soviet Union gives short 
of death — for large-scale production, 
trading or possession of narcotics 
intended for the black market. 
The top sentence for simple possession 
is five years, while running a “ nar­ 
cotics haunt” can be punished by IO 
years at forced labor. 
The laws are believed to be the first 
nationwide statutes dealing with the 
drug problem. Until now only a few of 
the Soviet Union’s 15 republics have 
had their own set of rules on the books. 
The decree did not identify the drugs 
covered by the law, but marijuana and 
hashish are believed to be the most 
widely available drugs in the country. 
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“ Due to the fact we have a shortage of 
nitrogen and other fergilizer, these will 
be handled on the basis of the farmers 
own decisions whether he wants this to 
go into production.

Nev er in the history of the 
Republic has the integrity of the Chief 
Ex ecutiv e been assailed to the ex ­ 
clusion of all other national respon­ 
sibilities. 
We do hav e other duties, other 
problems—inflation, 
unemploy ment,

crim e, 
discrimination. The President, if one 
may judge by the material he released 
to the people, seem s scarcely con­ 
cerned. He is inv olv ed with his per­ 
sonal Gö tterdä mmerung. His words 
paint him as a President obsessed with 
sav ing himself. 


His guilt or innocence in the cov er-up 
of Watergate does not concern me. 
Suppose, giv ing him the benefit of the 
doubt, impeachment is unsuccessful. 
His reputation will remain shredded 
and bleeding; to gov ern efficiently he 
needs power and the respect of the co­ 
equal branches of gov ernment. 


They will not be retriev ed. He has 
made too many mistakes, both in the 
selection of men to share power with 
him and in the succession of shoddy 
schemes he endorsed, each one easily 
ex posed 
as 
though 
plotted 
by 
schoolboy s. As a Chief Ex ecutiv e, he 
acted like a man with a death wish. He 
wanted to be caught. 
Some highly placed friends of mine 
fear impeachment. If the Senate v otes 
to throw Mr. Nix on out. they say , it will 
destroy our sy stem of gov ernment. 
This is White House propaganda. The 
President warned us, in his two most 
recent speeches, of the harm which 
would be inflicted "for y ears" on us 
and our children. 
To the contrary , impeachment of a 
President — tragic though it is — is the 
noblest proof that the United States is 
still a democratic nation, and that no 
man is abov e the law.

DETROIT (AP) — General Motors is 
meeting the sales slump in its full- 
sized cars with fiv e new small models, 
and prices for ail its 19 75 cars will go 
up.

Pontiac div isions each would hav e a 
new subcompact when the new model- 
y ear opens this fall. A lux ury compact 
Cadillac will go on the market later in 
the y ear. 
Chairman Richard Gerstenberg, who 
made the announcement at GM’s 
annual stockholders m eeting, in­ 
dicated that prices on all GM 19 75 
model cars will be increased "sub­ 
stantially ." 
He refused to specify how high prices 
would rise, but he said cost increases 
alone would be 
"sev eral hundred 
dollars." Industry observ ers in­ 
terpreted that to mean prices could go 
up an av erage $250 or more per 
v ehicle. 
Earlier this month, GM raised car and 
truck prices an av erage $105.

Oregon, Pennsy lv ania and South Caro­ 
lina. 


Officials said three — Alabama, New 
York and Ohio — are new additions to 
the program, replacing Colorado, In­ 
diana and Louisiana. Only certain 
counties in each state are eligible for 
participation. Those will be announced 
later. 


Besides needing to be in a designated 
county , a farmer to be eligible for 
recreation pay ments must hav e a 
cotton, feed grain or wheat allotment, 
the department said. 
In 19 72, according to officials, 3,79 3 
farms were signed up for hunting. 
Those included 1.3 million acres, for 
which USDA paid $1.4 million to 


operators in ex change for securing 
public access priv ileges. 
Another 241 farms were opened to 
public fishing. Those included 36 5 
lakes, ponds and other fishing sites. 
Pay ments totaled $28 ,400 in

Hiking entry was ex tended on 34 
farms, with pay ments of $6 ,59 2. 
Last y ear, the department said, 
hunters roamed 1.8 million acres on 


5,027 farms at a gov ernment cost of 
$1.4 million. Fishing rights were ob­ 
tained on 507 farms, including 8 35 
sites, at a cost of $6 5,8 00; and hiking on 
only six farms at a cost of $2,513. 
In all last y ear, an estimated 1,126 ,000 
hunters, fishermen and hikers av ailed 
themselv es of the open access to 
participating farms in 150 designated 
counties.

The din of Watergate is so ear- 
shattering that it is difficult to speak 
calmly, dispassionately. America is

Suppose, giving him the benefit of the 
doubt, impeachment is unsuccessful. 
His reputation will remain shredded 
and bleeding; to govern efficiently he 
needs power and the respect of the co­ 
equal branches of government. 


They will not be retrieved. He has 
made too many mistakes, both in the 
selection of men to share power with 
him and in the succession of shoddy 
schemes he endorsed, each one easily 
exposed 
as 
though 
plotted 
by 
schoolboys. As a Chief Executive, he 
acted like a man with a death wish. He 
wanted to be caught. 
Some highly placed friends of mine 
fear impeachment. If the Senate votes 
to throw Mr. Nixon out. they say, it will 
destroy our system of government. 
This is White House propaganda. The 
President warned us, in his two most 
recent speeches, of the harm which 
would be inflicted “ for years” on us 
and our children. 
To the contrary, impeachment of a 
President — tragic though it is — is the 
noblest proof that the United States is 
still a democratic nation, and that no 
man is above the law. It is an ugly, 
distasteful deed with a strong element 
of national shame. 
If it must be done, let it be done 
quickly without the spurious attitude of 
Congress that ‘we must lean over 
backward to be fair.” If there is not 
sufficient evidence to support “ high 
crimes and misdemeanors,” stop it at 
once. The daily agony of the President, 
in spite of his brazen exterior, is im­ 
possible to sustain while trying to 
concentrate on the business of the 
nation. 
I do not plead his cause. In the spring 
of 1968, talking politics with friends at 


lunch, I said, “ If the Republicans 
nominate 
Nixon, you will hear the 
word ‘impeachment' for the first time 
in a century.” 
Dr. I /ester Keiser, Milton Gold- 
standt. Gene Kroll and Tom Ferris 
asked why I would say this. “ I know 
this man,” I said. ‘ He is (I) secretive; 
(2) thinks he is engulfed by enemies 
who plot against him; (3) basically an 
inefficient administrator.” 
When he was nominated, I hoped I 
was wTong. Today, when he hints that 
his impeachment will hurt the country, 
I hope he is wrong. Impeachment is an 
act which can be seen from a long way 
off. and capable men can succeed him 
in the seat of power. 
Assassination can't be seen a long 
way off. 
We 
have 
lost 
several 
Presidents to sudden death. Each time 
the national trauma was severe, but 
the nation marched on, keeping step to 
the sound of a new drummer. 
At the moment, the President’s hope 
is that there are enough conservative 
Republican 
and 
Southern 
Congressmen to form a coalition 
against impeachment. That is why 
Nixon’s attorney, Mr. St. Cair, smiles 
confidently and says, "He won't be 
impeached." 
If the House votes along party lines, 
without regard to whether the 
Judiciary Committee has made out a 
prima 
facie 
case 
against 
the 
President, then we do not have a 
working democracy. In that event, the 
merits will have nothing to do with the 
vote. It would be equally bad if all 
Democrats 
voted 
impeachment 
because Nixon is a Republican 
President. 
The President and the Congress 
have made a turbulent tempest of what 
our Founding Fathers meant when 
they wrote: 
"High crimes and 
misdemeanors.” Nixon insists it 
means treason, bribery — matters 
felonious. 
Anyone with a dictionary can 
disprove 
that. 
The 
word 
“misdemeanor” is given as: 
"I. 
Misbehavior or an instance of it. 2. 
I^iw. A criminal offense defined as less 
serious than a felony.” 
This runs all the way from con­ 
spiring to conceal a crime down to 
contempt of Congress by refusing to 
deliver such evidence as it requires. 
Or, as Vice President Ford once said, 
“ Anything which Congress deems to 
be an impeachable offense.” 
Personally, I ’m tired of the political 
fencing. Either draw blood or put the 
swords in their scabbards. . .

A series of tax reform hearings has 
been initiated recently by the Hou se 
Way s and Means Committee, and it is 
lik ely that later on in the y ear 
legislation closing some of the 
loopholes for big bu siness and easing 
some of the bu rd en for the “little man” 
will be forthcoming. 
Whatev er the final form of these 
proposals, their intent will be to red u ce 
the heav y impact of tax es in this 
period of inflation. There is increasing 
and conv incing ev id ence, howev er, 
that merely changing the d ed u ctions 
or lowering the tax rates will not ef­ 
fectiv ely solv e this problem. In 1945, 
for ex ample, tax es were at an alltime 
high d u ring the war, and the total 
ind iv id u al 
income 
tax es 
paid 
amou nted to abou t 10 per cent of the 
total personal income. Since then, the 
personal ex emption has been raised 
and tax rates hav e been lowered . Yet, 
the total ind iv id u al income tax es paid 
last y ear amou nted to 10.6 per cent of 
the total personal income. As y ou may 
hav e gu essed , the cu lprit for what 
economists call the “hid d en tax ” is 
inflation. 
The problem is that ev ery time a 
work er receiv es a pay increase to k eep 
pace with the cost-of-liv ing, his raise 
more often than not pu ts him in a 
higher tax brack et. What he gets to 
fight inflation, then, is eaten u p by 
higher tax rates. Unfortu nately , this 
effect is greatest for low-and mid d le- 
income grou ps and least for the v ery 
highest income grou ps. 
Most economists project that with 
the cu rrent rate of inflation and the 
lik elihood that it will continu e at a 
possible 7 per cent per y ear ov er the 
nex t 10 y ears, a person’s income wou ld 
hav e to d ou ble in those ten y ears ju st to 
help him stay in the same place in 
terms of pu rchasing power. A man 
with a wife and two child ren earning 
$20,000 in 1974, for ex ample, wou ld pay 
a tax on that income of approx imately 
15 percent, or $3,000, this y ear, 
assu m ing he u sed the stand ard 
d ed u ction. In 19 84, if he receiv ed all 
those cost-of-liv ing raises economist 
believ e he will need , he wou ld be 
earning $40,000 that y ear, bu t pay ing 25 
percent of it or $10,000 back to Uncle 
Sam in the form of tax es. The problem 


is his salary is pay ing attention to 
inflation, bu t his tax es aren’t, and he is 
losing ou t becau se of this d efect in ou r 
tax sy stem. 
I 
hav e 
recently 
introd u ced 
legislation which wou ld change this 
inequ ity . Basically , it wou ld ad ju st the 
tax tables au tomatically to reflect 
changes in the cost-of-liv ing ind ex . My 
legislation wou ld requ ire the personal 
ex emption, low-income allowance and 
the limits of the tax brack ets to be 
ad ju sted each y ear for the rate of 
inflation d u ring that y ear. The resu lt 
wou ld be that the av erage tax rate 
wou ld not be altered by a rise in in­ 
come that simply offset the effect of 
inflation. The ad ju stments wou ld be 
mad e in the tax tables prepared by the 
Internal 
Rev enu e 
Serv ice 
and 
therefore wou ld not inv olv e any ad ­ 
d itional compu tations on the part of 
the tax pay er. 


The impact of inflation wou ld also be 
remov ed from two other areas of 
tax ation. Tax pay ers wou ld be allowed 
to ad ju st for inflation in d etermining 
d epreciation on prod u ctiv e assets and 
the basis of assets pu rchased and sold 
d u ring a y ear. Any tax es he wou ld 
hav e to pay in either area wou ld be on 
a more realistic lev el then. Finally , 
sav ings and other bond s wou ld be sold 
on this same “ ind ex ing” id ea; that is, 
the interest on them wou ld be ad ju sted 
to reflect the changes in the cost of 
liv ing. 


Besid es helping ou t the tax pay er in 
his battle against both tax es and in­ 
flation, this proposal cou ld also help 
the fed eral gov ernment in its tend ency 
to ov erspend . Ind ex ing tax es wou ld 
red u ce the rev enu es collected by the 
gov ernm ent. Congress is forev er 
spend ing ev ery d ime in the Treasu ry 
and then some. With less money to 
spend , it shou ld be forced into real and 
seriou s economy m easu res. The 
wastefu l programs, the boon-d oggles 
and the d ead wood projects wou ld hav e 
to go. 
Sev eral of my colleagu es in the 
Hou se and the Senate hav e v oiced their 
su pport for this measu re. It won’t end 
tax es or singlehand ed ly lick inflation, 
bu t it wou ld pu t u s all in a better 
position to d eal with both. 
Duk e Ellington 
Se rv ic e s He ld 


NEW YORK f AP) - After a eu logy of 
word and mu sic echoed by thou sand s 
of mou rners, jazz giant Du k e Ellington 
has been bu ried in the city where he 
first rose to fame half a centu ry ago. 
“ Du k e, we thank y ou . You lov ed u s 
mad ly ,” the Rev . Norman J. O’Connor 
said Mond ay in eu logizing Ellington 
before 10,000 persons jammed into the 
hu ge Episcopal Cathed ral Chu rch of 
St. John the Div ine for the Du k e’s 
fu neral. Another 2,000 stood ou tsid e. 
“ We will lov e y ou mad ly tod ay , 
tomorrow and forev er,” ad d ed Rev . 
O’Connor, Roman Catholic priest to 
the New York jazz commu nity , in 
paraphrasing Ellington's own trad i­ 
tional signoff. 
Born Ed ward Kenned y Ellington in 
Washington, D.C., Ellington became a 
pioneering pianist, band lead er and 
composer here, u ntil many critics 
d escribed him as the world ’s greatest 
jazz composer. He d ied Frid ay at 75 of 
pneu monia brou ght on by lu ng cancer. 
Before he was bu ried nex t to the 
grav es of his parents in a brief, qu iet 
ceremony at Wood lawn Cemetery in 
the Bronx , some of the reigning 
roy alty of the mu sic world gathered at 
St. John the Div ine, the city ’s largest 
chu rch, for his fu neral. 
William “Cou nt” Basie, a friend ly 
riv al band lead er and friend of 
Ellington’s for 40 y ears, rod e in a half- 
mile fu neral 
cortege that 
wou nd 
throu gh Harlem to the chu rch. Joe 
Williams and Michele I .« Grand e also 
rod e in the procession. 
Du ring the serv ice, Ella Fitzgerald 
sang Ellington’s “ Solitu d e” and 
pianist Earl “Fatha” Hines performed 
“ Mood Ind igo.” Besid es Williams, 
others who d eliv ered mu sical eu logies 
were pianists Billy Tay lor and Mary 


I x j u Williams, jazz v iolinist Ray Nance 
and singer I/>u Rawls. 
Among the ov erflow crowd attend ing 
the serv ices were Benny Good man, 
Cootie W illiams, Jack Dempsey ,

Yet, 
the total individual income taxes paid 
last year amounted to 10.6 per cent of 
the total personal income. As you may 
have guessed, the culprit for what 
economists call the “ hidden tax” is 
inflation. 
The problem is that everytime a 
worker receives a pay increase to keep 
pace with the cost-of-living, his raise 
more often than not puts him in a 
higher tax bracket. What he gets to 
fight inflation, then, is eaten up by 
higher tax rates. Unfortunately, this 
effect is greatest for low-and middle- 
mcome groups and least for the very 
highest income groups 
Most economists project that with 
the current rate of inflation and the 
likelihood that it will continue at a 
possible 7 per cent per year over the 
next IO years, a person’s income would 
have to double in those ten years just to 
help him stay in the same place in 
terms of purchasing power. A man 
with a wife and two children earning 
$20,000 in 1974, for example, would pay 
a tax on that income of approximately 
15 percent, or $3,000, this 
year, 
assuming he used the standard 
deduction. In 1984, if he received all 
those cost-of-living raises economist 
believe he will need, he would be 
earning $40,000 that year, but paying 25 
percent of it or $10,000 back to Uncle 
Sam in the form of taxes. The problem 


is his salary is paying attention to 
inflation, but his taxes aren’t, and he is 
losing out because of this defect in our 
tax system. 
I 
have 
recently 
introduced 
legislation which would change this 
inequity. Basically, it would adjust the 
tax tables automatically to reflect 
changes in the cost-of-living index. My 
legislation would require the personal 
exemption, low-income allowance and 
the limits of the tax brackets to be 
adjusted each year for the rate of 
inflation during that year. The result 
would be that the average tax rate 
would not be altered by a rise in in­ 
come that simply offset the effect of 
inflation. The adjustments would be 
made in the tax tables prepared by the 
Internal 
Revenue 
Service 
and 
therefore would not involve any ad­ 
ditional computations on the part of 
the taxpayer. 


The impact of inflation would also be 
removed from two other areas of 
taxation. Taxpayers would be allowed 
to adjust for inflation in determining 
depreciation on productive assets and 
the basis of assets purchased and sold 
during a year. Any taxes he would 
have to pay in either area would be on 
a more realistic level then. Finally, 
savings and other bonds would be sold 
on this same “ indexing” idea; that is, 
the interest on them would be adjusted 
to reflect the changes in the cost of 
living. 


Besides helping out the taxpayer in 
his battle against both taxes and in­ 
flation, this proposal could also help 
the federal government in its tendency 
to overspend. Indexing taxes would 
reduce the revenues collected by the 
government. Congress is forever 
spending every dime in the Treasury 
and then some. With less money to 
spend, it should be forced into real and 
serious economy measures. The 
wasteful programs, the boon-doggles 
and the deadwood projects would have 
to go. 
Several of my colleagues in the 
House and the Senate have voiced their 
support for this measure. It won’t end 
taxes or singlehandedly lick inflation, 
but it would put us all in a better 
position to deal with both. 
Duke Ellington 
Services Held 


NEW YORK (AP I - After a eulogy of 
word and music echoed by thousands 
of mourners, jazz giant Duke Ellington 
has been buried in the city where he 
first rose to fame half a century ago. 
“ Duke, we thank you. You loved us 
madly,” the Rev. Norman J. O’Connor 
said Monday in eulogizing Ellington 
before 10,000 persons jammed into the 
huge Episcopal Cathedral Church of 
St. John the Divine for the Duke’s 
funeral. Another 2,000 stood outside. 
“ We will love you madly today, 
tomorrow and forever,” added Rev. 
O’Connor, Roman Catholic priest to 
the New York jazz community, in 
paraphrasing Ellington’s own tradi­ 
tional signoff. 
Bom Edward Kennedy Ellington in 
Washington, D.C., Ellington became a 
pioneering pianist, band leader and 
composer here, until many critics 
described hun as the world’s greatest 
jazz composer. He died Friday at 75 of 
pneumonia brought on by lung cancer. 
Before he was buried next to the 
graves of his parents in a brief, quiet 
ceremony at Woodlawn Cemetery in 
the Bronx, some of the reigning 
royalty of the music world gathered at 
St. John the Divine, the city’s largest 
church, for his funeral. 
William “ Count” Basie, a friendly 
rival bandleader and friend of 
Ellington’s for 40 years, rode in a half- 
mile funeral cortege that 
wound 
through Harlem to the church. Joe 
Williams and Michele ^Grande also 
rode in the procession. 
During the service, Ella Fitzgerald 
sang Ellington’s “ Solitude” and 
pianist Earl “ Fatha” Hines performed 
“ Mood Indigo.” Besides Williams, 
others who delivered musical eulogies 
were pianists Billy Taylor and Mary 
Ix)u Williams, jazz violinist Ray Nance 
and singer I/>u Rawls. 
Among the overflow crowd attending 
the services were Benny Goodman, 
Cootie W illiam s, Jack Dempsey, 


Marian McPartland, Milt Jackson and 
blind singer Al Hibbler. 
Representing President Nixon were 
White House aide Stanley Scott and 
singer Pearl Bailey. Also present was 
Miss Bailey’s husband, laouis Bellson, 
who played drums in Ellington’s band 
two decades ago. 
“ He was a genius of the rarest kind,” 
eulogized jazz historian Stanley 
Dance, 
a 
longtime 
friend 
of 
Ellington’s. 
“ He was a master of all he turned his 
hand to ... He was a natural aristocrat 
who never lost the common touch and 
the greatest innovator in his field. He 
knew what some called genius was the 
exercise of gifts which stemmed from 
God.”

CAIRO, Egypt (A P) — When the 
American secretary of state says he’s 
coming, Cairo’s diplomats, newsmen 
and hoteliers take notice. It’s hap­ 
pened five times in the last two weeks, 
and Henry A. Kissinger still hasn’t 
shown up. 


The frustrating procedure has become 
routine. 


The 40 rooms of the Nile Hilton hotel’s 
12th floor are cleared, United States 
Embassy officials begin preparations 
for motorcades, office space and extra 
news service machines and the 
Egyptian Foreign Ministry begins 
working on protocol requirements. 


The hotel-clearing usually is the first 
tipoff to newsmen that Kissinger is 
expected. 


The first alert that the end of 
Kissinger’s Middle East peace mission 
was near, and that he was coming to 
Cairo, occurred May 16. The latest was 
Monday, when the Kissinger party 
cabled its regrets again until today. 


“ It’s real simple when you’ve been 
through the exercise four or five 
times,’’ one American diplomat said. 
Another added: “ It’s always a sweat." 


The American diplomats begin 
telephoning their Egyptian coun­ 
terparts once word is received that 
Kissinger plans to fly to Cairo. 


The Egyptians, who provide official 
cars, reception committees and a 
meeting place for 
Kissinger and 
President Anwar Sadat, say they 
would love to know the time of 
Kissinger’s arrival “ a few hours— 
maybe six—ahead of time. 


“ But if we have to do it in less, we 
have to do it. We’ve gotten used to it," 
said Ayub Sharrara, a Foreign 
Ministry protocol officer. 
The Kissinger party runs up a hotel 
bill of $1,000 a night, paid by the em­ 
bassy. On three of the false alarms, the 
hotel was able to move last-minute 


guests into rooms left vacant by stalled 
negotiations for a disengagement of 
the Syrian and Israeli armies on the 
Golan Heights. 
About 25 guests were moved to 
poolside cabanas Monday, only to be 
moved back upstairs on word that 
Kissinger would spend the night in 
Jerusalem. 


Some 
guests get 
alternate ac­ 
commodations in other hotels. 
“ Kissinger must be very tired,” said 
the Hilton’s assistant manager, 
Ahmed el Bakry, after sending out a 
mimeographed announcement to his 
staff saying the secretary’s plans were 
changed again. “ This is the least we 
can do.”

CAIRO, Egypt (AP) - When the 
American secretary of state says he’s 
coming, Cairo’s diplomats, newsmen 
and hoteliers take notice. Ifs hap­ 
pened five times in the last two weeks, 
and Henry A. Kissinger still hasn’t 
shown up. 


The frustrating procedure has become 
routine. 


The 40 rooms of the Nile Hilton hotel’s 
12th floor are cleared, United States 
Embassy officials begin preparations 
for motorcades, office space and extra 
news service machines and the 
Egyptian Foreign Ministry begins 
working on protocol requirements. 


The hotel-clearing usually is the first 
tipoff to newsmen that Kissinger is 
expected. 


The first alert that the end of 
Kissinger’s Middle East peace mission 
was near, and that he was coming to 
Cairo, occurred May 16. The latest was 
Monday, when the Kissinger party 
cabled its regrets again until today. 


“ It’s real simple when you’ve been 
through the exercise four or five 
times,” one American diplomat said. 
Another added: “ Ifs always a sweat.” 


The American diplomats begin 
telephoning their Egyptian coun­ 
terparts once word is received that 
Kissinger plans to fly to Cairo. 


The Egyptians, who provide official 
cars, reception committees and a 
meeting place for Kissinger and 
President Anwar Sadat, say they 
would love to know the time of 
Kissinger’s arrival “ a few hours— 
maybe six—ahead of time. 


“ But if we have to do it in less, we 
have to do it. We’ve gotten used to it,” 
said Ayub Sharrara, a Foreign 
Ministry protocol officer. 
The Kissinger party runs up a hotel 
bill of $1,000 a night, paid by the em­ 
bassy. On three of the false alarms, the 
hotel was able to move last-minute

About 25 guests were moved to 
poolside cabanas Monday, only to be 
moved back upstairs on word that 
Kissinger would spend the night in 
Jerusalem. 


Some guests get 
alternate ac­ 
commodations in other hotels. 
“ Kissinger must be very tired,” said 
the Hilton’s assistant manager, 
Ahmed el Bakry, after sending out a 
mimeographed announcement to his 
staff saying the secretary’s plans were 
changed again. “ This is the least we 
can do.”

Great Salt Lake 
Losing Buoyancy 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - You can 
still float like a cork in Great Salt 
Lake, but its buoyancy is not what it 
used to be. The lake has twice as much 
water in it now as it did IO years ago. 
The inland sea, the site of declining 
recreational facilities and expanding 
industry, has caused problems for both 
as it has risen to its highest level in 
four decades and become fresher than 
in recent years. 
The U.S. Geological Survey’s latest 
report says the lake is at 4,201.35 feet 
above sea level and contains twice as 
much water as it did in 1963, the record 
low point. But it is still ll feet below the 
record high of 1873. The lake is an 
average 15 to 20 feet deep. 
Its fresher brine and higher shoreline 
have washed southshore beaches to a 
thin line, disrupted waterfowl habitats 
in its northwest marshes and caused 
problems for industry all around. 
Only the lake’s northeast comer, cut 
off by a railroad causeway, remains at 
near saturation with salt and minerals. 
But pleasure boating is booming in the 
south, now that heavy salt content no 
longer is the corrosive threat it once 
was. More than 70 sailboats were 
counted on the 
lake during 
the 
Memorial Day weekend, compared 
with IO a year ago. 
Cherill Silver, whose family owns 
concessions on the lake, says docking 
facilities for 200 boats will be com­ 
pleted by June, and there’s a waiting 
list for more than that. 
Tourism 
officials 
say 
tens 
of 
thousands of people still visit the lake 
each year, many of them to test the 
bouyancy of its salty water. There is no 
record of anyone ever drowning in the 
1,800-square-mile lake, the largest 
natural body of water in the United 
States except for the Great Lakes. 
The freshening water has made it 
more difficult and costly for industry 
to extract salt, magnesium, chlorine 
and other substances from its brine.

Rules Aired 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)-The Ohio 
Supreme Court has released proposed 
rules for county and municipal courts 
which it says will eliminate the prac­ 
tice of "judge shopping.” 


Chief Justice C. William O’Neill said 
the proposal is aimed at the practice of 
some defense attorneys of trying to get 
their cases transferred to lenient 
judges. 


Under the proposed rule, O’Neill said, 
cases would be assigned to judges by 
lot, and the judge drawn would keep 
the case until its termination. 


The Ohio Constitution empowers the 
Supreme Court to adopt such rules, but 
the court releases proposals in ad­ 
vance in order to gather comment 
from lawyers, judges and the public. 
O’Neill said the proposals will be 
reviewed in light of comment, and 
final rules will be issued later this year 
to take effect Jan. 1, 1975. 


Other proposals would include: 
—Appointment of an administrative 
judge in counties with more than one 
judge. 
—A limit on the length of time a judge 
could be assigned to a particular type 
of case. 
—Establishment of a violations 
bureau for persons who want to plead 
guilty to minor misdemeanors. 
—Requiring a monthly report by 
judges to the chief justice. 
—A time limit on cases, such as a 
maximum six months for a criminal 
case. —An increase in the use of 
court referees to determine facts in 
minor cases. 
O’Neill said the proposals are in­ 
tended to eliminate backlogs and 
improve justice in municipal courts. 
Push Normal 
Flow O f Oil 


WASHINGTON (A P) - It may take 
another month for U.S. oil imports to 
recover fully from the Arab embargo 
that ended last March. Once they do, 
the Federal Energy Office hopes they 
can keep on growing. 
Even so, the outlook this summer is 
for small gasoline shortages similar to 
those felt last summer, and for the 
same reason—a chronic shortage of 
refinery capacity to process crude oil 
no matter where it comes from. 
Last October, U.S. crude oil imports 
averaged 3.6 million barrels a day. 
After the Arab embargo was imposed, 
it took four months of gradual decline 
for crude oil imports to hit bottom, at 
about 2.1 million barrels a day in 
February. 
Then, crude oil imports turned around 
and started increasing at just about 
the same gradual pace. 
Over the past four weeks, they have 
averaged some 3.4 million barrels a 
day, about 200,000 short of last 
October’s starting-point. 
By mid-June that last remaining gap 
should be closed, officials say. 
The big question is: What happens 
next? 
Having lifted their oil embargo in 
March, the Arab nations have 
scheduled a meeting on June 1 to 
review their policy. 
While U.S. experts consider it unlikely 
that the Arabs would reimpose an 
embargo, they wonder whether the 
Arabs will permit continual increases 
of oil production to meet increasing 
U.S. demand.

Rules Aired 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)-The Ohio 
Supreme Court has released proposed 
rules for county and municipal courts 
which it says will eliminate the prac­ 
tice of “judge shopping.” 
Chief Justice C. William O’Neill said 
the proposal is aimed at the practice of 
some defense attorneys of trying to get 
their cases transferred to lenient 
judges. 


Under the proposed rule, O’Neill said, 
cases would be assigned to judges by 
lot, and the judge drawn would keep 
the case until its termination. 


The Ohio Constitution empowers the 
Supreme Court to adopt such rules, but 
the court releases proposals in ad­ 
vance in order to gather comment 
from lawyers, judges and the public. 
O’Neill said the proposals will be 
reviewed in light of comment, and 
final rules will be issued later this year 
to take effect Jan. I, 1975. 


Other proposals would include: 
—Appointment of an administrative 
judge in counties with more than one 
judge. 
—A limit on the length of time a judge 
could be assigned to a particular type 
of case. 
—Establishment of a violations 
bureau for persons who want to plead 
guilty to minor misdemeanors. 
—Requiring a monthly report by 
judges to the chief justice. 
—A time limit on cases, such as a 
maximum six months for a criminal 
case. —An increase in the use of 
court referees to determine facts in 
minor cases. 
O’Neill said the proposals are in­ 
tended to eliminate backlogs and 
improve justice in municipal courts.

WASHINGTON (AP) - It may take 
another month for U.S. oil imports to 
recover fully from the Arab embargo 
that ended last March. Once they do, 
the Federal Energy Office hopes they 
can keep on growing. 
Even so, the outlook this summer is 
for small gasoline shortages similar to 
those felt last summer, and for the 
same reason—a chronic shortage of 
refinery capacity to process crude oil 
no matter where it comes from. 
Last October, U.S. crude oil imports 
averaged 3.6 million barrels a day. 
After the Arab embargo was imposed, 
it took four months of gradual decline 
for crude oil imports to hit bottom, at 
about 2.1 million barrels a day in 
February. 
Then, crude oil imports turned around 
and started increasing at just about 
the same gradual pace. 
Over the past four weeks, they have 
averaged some 3.4 million barrels a 
day, about 200,000 short of last 
October’s starting-point. 
By mid-June that last remaining gap 
should be closed, officials say. 
The big question is: What happens 
next? 
Having lifted their oil embargo in 
March, the Arab nations have 
scheduled a meeting on June I to 
review their policy. 
While U.S. experts consider it unlikely 
that the Arabs would reimpose an 
embargo, they wonder whether the 
Arabs will permit continual increases 
of oil production to meet increasing 
U.S. demand.

IJOS ANGELES (AP) - The FBI 
says it is operating on the assumption 
that Patricia Hearst and two Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army members are 
still in Southern California.
